No American enterprise has appealed 
so powerfully as this to the statesmen, 
and merchants of Japan, and every 
stage of its progress has been watched 
by them with an intensity of interest 
of which our people have but a faint | 
conczption. The original offer to con- 
struct a cable from San Francisco to} 
Man‘lla without government aid or 
subsidy was made by Mr. John W. Mc- 
Kay to the Hon. John Hay, Secretary 
of State,on August 22,1901. It was:a 
plain proposition, made by a man of 
undoubted responsibility, and of long 
experience with submarine cab‘es to 
do that which noother private person 
had ever offered to do,and which the 
government itself was unwilling to do. 
It had, nevertheless, to encounter Op- 
position, which was finally s lenced. 
Undeterred, however. by possibie leg's- 
lative obstacies,the Commercial Pacific 
Cable company ordered the construc | 
tion of the cable, and on the very’ day 
on which the bill was killed which ptd- 
posed to commit the government of the 
United States to the work of laying a 
cablé across the Pacific ocean, it was 
announced that 1,065 nautical miles 
of ihe cab’2 which was to be laid be- 
tween San Francisco and Honolulu had 
been manufactured, an dthat the work | 
of making the cable was proceeding at | 
the rate of 26 miles per day. By the 
end of Jun? 1901, the last section of | 
the cabte to Manila was landedat Hon- | 
olulu, and thelast ten, thousand milcs 
was successfully conipleted.
